Claim Objections 



Claim 16 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 16 is dupUcated of claim 8. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Penners et aL 



(US Pat. No. 5,793,762) in view of Maroulis et al. (US Pat. No. 6,584,094 B2). 

In claims 1, 2, 3, 6, 7, 8, 9, 11, 14, 16, 17, 18, 19, 22 and 25, Penners et al. discloses a 
caller 30 initiates a call signaling to a central office 12 (a caller initiating a call signaling with a 
central office). The central office communicates with a service control point (SCP) 34 via a SS7 
signaling 36 (requesting routing information from a command center). See col. 5, line 60 to col. 6, 
line5. The SCP 34 (command center) queries the HLR for routing information and provide to the 
central office 12 (the command center query HLR for routing information). See col. 6, lines 50- 
52. A Visistor Location Register/Directory Number Manager (VLR/DN manager) 42 assigns 
temporary routing number for the caller and sends it to the HLR 38 (VMSC assigns temporary

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routing number for the signal and passing it back to the HLR). See col. 8, lines 42-47. The HLR 
38 forwards the temporary routing number back to central office 12 via the SCP 34 (HLR 
returning the temporary routing number back to the command center). See col. 8, lines 43-47. The 
VLR/DN 42 informs the radio port controller (RFC) about the incoming call (informing a second 
gateway of an incoming call), and the RFC ( second gateway) now waits for the incoming call 
(second Gateway informs of its readiness to receive the incoming connection). See col. 8, lines 
47-52. Once the central office 12 gets the destination temporary routing number, a voice path 
82, a call cormect messages 90, 92 are established (processing the connection to complete the 
communication to a wireless subscriber). See col. 8, lines 55-65. Penners et al. does not disclose 
the central office/PBX routing the signal to a first gateway; and returning instructions and VOIP 
IP address to the gateway 1. Maroulis et al. discloses the first PBX 103 coupled to a first 
internet gateway 109 (see Fig.l) (the central office/PBX routing the signal to a first gateway) to 
determine whether a second PBX 105 has access to a second Internet gateway 1 1 1. If so, the 
second PBX 105 sends the IP address of the second Internet gateway to the first PBX 103. The 
first PBX 103, then, sends IP address of the first IP hiternet gateway 109 to the second PBX 
over network signaling SS7 channel (RetumingVOIP IP address to the first gateway). See 
Abstract. Therefore, it would have been obvious to add the first and the second gateways of 
Maroulis et al. into Penners et al, to route signal from the central office/PBX to a first gateway; 
and returning instructions and VOIP IP address to the gateway 1. 

In claims 4, 12, 20 and 23, Penners et al. discloses the SCP 34 (command center) is 
responsible to provide routing information for the central office 12 by looking at data base 40 
and HLR 38 to determine whether the caller 's number is valid (command center determines 
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whether the caller's communication should be routed through the wireless network). See coL7, 
lines 15-20. 

In claims 5, 13, 21 and 24, Penners et al. discloses a wireless network comprising a 
plurality of radio port controllers RPC which performs call handover ( determining 
characteristics) to mobile phones 16 among radio ports 18 (determining characteristics of the 
wireless network). See col. 6, lines 10-20. 

In claims 10 and 15, Penners et al. discloses a voice call estabUshed to the VLR/DN 
manager 42 (external connection is established to a VMSC). See col. 8, lines 55-60. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Curry et al (US Pat. No. 6,542,497 Bl) discloses Public Wireless/Coreless Internet 
gateway. 

Hogan (US Pat. No. 5,581,596) discloses method for Controlling Call Processing in a 
Microcellular Personal Communications Services System. 

Gillespie (US Pat. No. 6,014,377) discloses System and Method for an Integrated 
Wireline/Wireless Service Using PBX Lines.
